Views on Dayton 


In turning: down a 
request to review his fin- 
dings in tight of the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision 
on Dayton, U.S. District 
Judge Robert M. Duncan 
put to rest any lingering 
expectations that he might 
be convinced to accept the 
board's amended remedy 
plan, which involves the 
transportation of only 
about 4000 students. 

School Board Attorney 
Samuel Porter made the 
request at hearings on the 
remedy plans Monday.

NAACP Attorney Louis 
Lucas said Porter was 
asking the Court to “create 
a time machine” and “go 
back and recreate the 
world.”

Manager 


Says He Is Victim 
Of Cop’s Harassment

The manager of the 
Needle's_Eye Lounge, 313 
S. Fifth St., said this week 
that his decision to file a 
$100,000 false arrest suit 


against a vice squad 
sergeant was an “act of 
Survival.” 


John Denham, 53, said 
that “police harassment" 
has been so intense during 
the past several months 
that he and his employer, 
Little Men, .Inc., decided 
they had nothing 'to lose by 
fighting back: 

Denham was_§ arrested 
May 1. by Sgt. Doyle 
Mellick and charged with 
permitting a Prostitute to 


_ be present in’ the~bar: 


Denham —-was ~ later 
acquitted of the charge af- 
ter a Municipal Court 
judge decided that he was 
not liable to prosecution 
under the law since he is 
neither the holder of the 
liquor license for Needie's 
Eye nor a member of the 
corporation which does 


oie ine permit. ~*~ 


‘asked the Franklin County 
Court of Common Pleas to 
declare unconstitutional 
the city ordinance under 
which Denham was 
charged. 

In his personal suit, 
Denham is asking for 
$50,000 in compensatory 
damages and $50,000 in 
punitive damages from 
Sgt. Mellick. Denham 
claims that Mellick is 


waging a campaign of’ 


harassment against the 
Needie's Eye. 

“| know it's unusual for a 
permit holder and a bar 
manager to take on the 
poli ice,’ Denham said.

Denham said, “interfering 
with our constitutional 
right to run a legal 
business. It seemed to us 
that if something didn't 
happen soon, we'd go un- 
der eventually anyway, so 
we decided to fight back.”

His 
appeal has become so universal that he could probably 
play Macbeth and get away with it. ; 

And ‘if: you caught a re-run of an “Emergency” 
program recently on television then you saw Kareem Ab- 
dul Jabbar asa victim stuck inside of a sports car. It was 
hardly any acting done, just sequences of a most odd 
situation portrayed. Tien 

All of these persons named-and there are more-once, 
and some still do such as Jabbar, made marks in the 
athletic world. They practiced long hours in preparation 
for -professionat careers. Years went by that were 
devotéd to cultivating a style. Unexplainably, they take 
two or three months and call themselves actors. The only 
training in most cases devoted was a conversation with a 
smooth talking agent and accepting the money. Money. 
Sometimes, it can most definitely be the result of bad art. 

But there are more serious individuals who have prac- 
ticed, long arduous hours, the craft of acting and who 
most certainly could use a “break.” Broadway and Off-

Hunt alleged that the 
women “aren't permitted to 
write letters, and when 
they are allowed to write, 
their mail is being held-

(The CALL & POST has 
neither. verified nor 
disproven the prisoner's 
charges.) 

As for the Marysville in- 
cident, the Corrections 
Dept. spokesperson said it

pushed a guard during a 
petty dispute. 

When guards attempted

“It is our view that the 
telecommunications policy 
should continue to assure 
that home residence ser- 
vice is provided at as 
reasonable a rate as 
possible,"’ Olsen said.

Area CATV Set For Fall 
Program For Handicapped 


A new service known as. 
“Telebook" utilizing cable 
television (CATV). to 
provide reading materials 
to the-blind-and physically 
handicapped, will begin in 
Columbus in October. The 
six-month project will be 
rant from the 
Library of ngress and 
administered by the MITRE 
Corp. in cooperation with 
the Public Library of Co- 
lumbus and Franklin 
County, the Ohio 
Rehabilitation Services 
Commission, the State 
Library of Ohio and the 
Cleveland Public Library's 
Regional Library for the 
Blind. 

Through the cooperation 
of Columbus’ three CATV 
firms, All-American, - Co- 
Axial and Warner, a target 
audience_of 600 blind_or 
handicapped persons will 
receive a free CATV con- 
nection. Each of these par- 
ticipants will be loaned a 
specially modified FM 
receiver connected to the 
CATV which will be linked 
to a central studio. 

The visually — han- 
dicapped individual who 
wishes to then hear a 
“talking book" from 
among recent titles in the

Talking Book Topics 
catalog, can then contact 
the central studio and dial 
to a predetermined chan- 
nel~on~ the” special radio 
receiver. Special equip- 
ment will permit the 
listener to. pick up where 
he or she left- off if their 
listening is subsequently 
interrupted. 

There are two principle 
advantages to this system, 
according to Library Direc- 
tor_Don _-In_the_first 
instance the blind or han- 
dicapped can gain im- 
mediate access to the most 
current titles in talking 
book format. Normal 
procedures often result in 
a one to two-year delay 
because of high demand 
and limited copies of the 


second  ad- 
vantage,” Sager said, “is 
the relative ease with 
which the material reaches 
the listener. Talking books 
are bulky and heavy, slow 
to travel through the mails, 
which is the normal 
process of delivery.” ‘The 
method to be tested, Sager 
added, “is in essence,

After consulting 
with Attorney General Griffin Bell, 
Mr. Califano proposed a new inter- 
pretation of the Byrd Amendment, 
which Congress added to last year's 
Labor-HEW Appropriations bill.

Va.), 
now Senate Majority leader and 
Preciudes HEW from requiring 
school districts to transport any 
Studént to a school other than the 
one nearest to the student's home. 
Mr. Califano said as he interpreted 
the Byrd Amendment, it did not stop

“clustering” of schools. This is a 
desegregation technique in which a 
school district may be~required- to. 
“pair? an all” white” and” all black 
school or “cluster” more than two 
racially segregated schools so that 
students from the segregated in- 
stitutions take some grades, say, at 
one school and other grades at 
another and in this way achieve a 
measure of integration. Mr. Mottl's 
amendment specificatly prohibits 
HEW from requiring “clustering” or 
“pairing”. It was adopted on June 16 
by a vote of 225-to-157. 


Mrs. Margaret Bush Wilson, Chair- 
man, NAACP Board at the St. Louis 
Convention, issued a “clairon call for_. 
stepped-up civil rights struggle.” She 
said: ‘No longer can we as a people 
equivocate on the issues of survival.”

Our black legislators in Columbus 
found this out the embarrassing way last 
week. 

They made a bold move for a principle, 
but wound up with no leadership. and in 
disarray. Instead of being heroes, they 
found themselves dupes and cowards, 
Running away from a fight for a principle 
is no way to impress the voters of 
fearless statesmanship. 

The fact that, after the debacle, the 
white ‘legislators seized upon the oc- 
casion to tell nasty racial jokes and make 
slurring remarks about blacks, should 
give these black legislators some idea of 
the type of racist colleagues they have. 

The speaker of the House, Vernal G. 
Riffe, Jr, is the real culprit in this 
comedy of errors, for it is he who has 
used the black legislators as pawns in 
his ploy to be governor. These black 
legislators have bent and bowed to his 
every beck and call. Yet, when they 
sought to fight for a principle, he 
browbeat them, denounced them and, 
then punished them like they were 
children’ rather than men exercising their 
legislative rights. Ritfe took advantage of 


their ignorance and exploited their 
disunity. 
Fortunately, at- least one black 


legistator had" the guts to stand up and 
assert his manhood. He was Thomas Bell 
of Cleveland. It now remains to be seen 
as to whether his other black colleagues 
will stand by him as Speaker Riffe, as he 
surely will, try to personally punish Bell. 
If they permit this kind of racism, all of 
them will stand disgraced before the 
decent people of Ohio. 

The-issue that provoked ‘the trouble 
was quite innocuous. The budget com- 
mittee, isolated $3,000,000 from the 
general appropriation for Central State 
University, and stipulated that every 
dollar spent from this fund had to be on 
individual requisitions approved by the 
Board. of Control. This is a procedure 
that they-applied to-Central State alone: 
None-of the other state institutions are 
subjected to this kind of scrutiny or in- 
convenience. 

The ten black legislators only wanted 
this restriction removed. The Speaker 
Vernon G. Riffe and his racist cohorts 
figured this was too much authority to 
give to a Black College President. 
Therefore, he must come in and be in-

Blacks. To Salute Rhodes 


Whether Gov. James A. Rhodes runs for an un- 
precedented fourth term as Ohio's chief executive or 
not, a plan to salute him at a testimonial reception is 
well underway. The big blowout is tentatively set for 
Saturday, Sept. 24, at the Cleveland Plaza Hotel. The 
Main Ballroom will be the setting for the occasion. 

Co-sponsors include William O. Walker, CALL & 
POST publisher, Mrs. Helen Evans, director, Ohio 
Dept. of industrial Relations; Charles V. Carr, former 
Cleveland City Councilman and a member of the 
Regional Transit Authority; Arnold Pinkney, president, 
Cleveland Board of Education, and Doris-Rankin 
Sells, Cincinnati, president, Ohio Black Women's 
Leadership Caucus. 

The group, with Mrs. Evans presiding, held a 
meeting recently at the Governor's Mansion to 
work out plans for the affair, entitled: “The Jim 
Rhodes’ Story.” They plan to review Rhodes public 
service career beginning in-1942 when he served as- 
Columbus City Auditor, Columbus Mayor, 1944 to 
1953, State Auditor, 1953 to 1963, and Governor from 
1963 to 1971, and from 1975 to 1979 when his 
president term expires. 

Commenting on the testimonial, Mrs. Evans said 
that Rhodes’ 35 years as an elected public official “is 
especially significant for black people, who in the 
past have been doubly oppressed by racial barriers 
and economic inequality.” ’ 

“James Rhodes’ record is outstanding and we will 
just-let-his public record speak for itself because it 
will demonstrate the countless doors the Governor 
has opened for black people during his terms as City 
Auditor.and Mayor of Columbus, Auditor of State and 
Governor." *~ : * 

Mrs. Evans, a Marysville resident, is the first black 
woman to serve in the cabinet of an Ohio governor. 
During Rhodes’ first two terms, she was Deputy Direc- 
tor of the Industrial Relations Dept. under William O. 
Walker. 

Rhodes, incidentally, is losing one of his three 
black cabinet members on July 16, when Kwegyir 
Aggrey retires as Director of public Welfare. He will 
be succeeded by Kenneth Creasy, a former member 
of the Ohio Legislature. 

Aggrey, whois 67, said he plans to return to 
Cleveland, and after a brief rest, he would like to 
return to Africa for a visit, then travel to Europe. 
However, since he needs about three quarters to 
Qualify for Social Security, he does not rule out the 
possibility of obtaining a job with the private sector to 
make up his needed Social Security credits. 

in the meantime, when Rhodes’ cabinet meets after 
July-16;-the-only-black faces will-be-in-the persons of 
Mrs..Evans and William K. Willis, Director_of the Ohio. 
Youth Commission. Willis ‘and Aggrey are both ser- 
ving on the Salute to Rhodes committee.

WELFARE DEBATE 
SHARPENED- 


The--manner.in-which-the-Administration-is-going 
about the process of coming up with a major welfare 
reform backage is almost a model demonstration of 
its approach to basic issues. 

First came a statement of principles, then an an- 
nouncement that the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare would proceed to refine a plan based on 
the principles, with a target time set in the fall. 
~ The next, typical, step for this Administration was to 
have the plan get wide circulation. Key points of the 
plan have been in the press, summaries of HEW's 
proposals have been circulated to major inter- 
est groups, and opinions have been sought. What- 
every one may think of the substance of the 
proposal, there can be no doubt that in the welfare 
reform process, as in other policy aspects, the Ad- 
ministration pursues a_refreshing openness. long 
missing from Washington. 

But — and it's a big but — the Administration's fiscal 


“conservatism is also displayed itt this process Pre ~~ 


basic starting assumption for HEW's planners was 
that no new welfare teform proposal could cost more 
than the present cost of welfare and the cash value of 
related programs like food stamps. 

Starting from that assumption, there’s no way the 
ultimate welfare reform program can be the 
instrument of significant improvement in poor 
people's lives. 

The only way that mandate to keep costs down can 


adie-By-outting te: 
-hoth.And that's not_reatorm — it's a_shutflina of-cost 
categories that takes money from some poor people 
and gives it to others. 

A-second problem with the HEW package, as it's 
shaping up, is its emphasis on work. By splitting the 
potential welfare poulation into twc groups -- those 
deemed capable of work and those who cannot work - 
- the plan perpetuates the present system's 
categorization of groups of poor people, one of the 
basic flaws of the welfare program. 

Aside from opening up the hornet's nest of defining 
who can work, for example, what age should depen- 
dent children be for their mother to qualify as “em- 
ployable,” the emphasis on a work requirement con- 
tradicts HEW's own eloquent campaign to inform the 
public that most poor people do work full-time, and 
ne very few people on welfare are capable of taking 
jobs. 

In addition, it ignores the failures of previous 
welfare-related work programs. Work must be 
Srovided AFOUgGNM a nathone ul EIT pro i 
Program, but tying work to welfare is a proven dead 
end that confuses fhe public and plays into the hands 
of thése who believe a welfare system should be 
Punitive rather than helpful to the poor. - 

One of the basic problems with the present welfare 
—__System_is_its_entanglement-in bureaucratic -red-tape — 

and the impenetrable complexity of its often.canflic-. 

ting Tégulations. 

Again, this is something that would be perpetuated 
in the HEW draft of “reform.” The categorization of 
recipients, the problems related to establishing 
eligibility for the work component, the regulations 
defining family, the system of work incentives and the 
differentiation between private and public employ- 
ment all add up to an administrative nightmare. 

And theré are similar traps in the plan that defeat 
the stated principle of devising a welfare reform 
program that is simple to administer and equitable for 
all.

Desegregation Fatal 
To Black, School Principals 


Although one of the pur- 
of the 1964 Civil 

Ights Act was the 
elimination of racial seg- 
regation in public schools, 
the merging of black and 
white schools in the South 
frequently meant the loss 


of jobs for black ed- 
ucators. 
Or. Everett E. Abney, 


Principal of Miami's North- 
western High School, in a 
recently published “Survey 
of Black School Principals 
Employed in Florida during 
the 1964-65 School Term,” 
found that black public 
school principals were the 
most likely of all black ed- 
ucators to suffer loss of 
employment. 

The survey was funded 
by a $25,000 Rockefeller 
Foundation grant to the 
University of Miami. R. 
Pau! Young, director of 
UM's Minority Manage- 
ment intern and Rocke- 
feller Programs, was ad- 
ministrator of the grant. 

Dr. Abney investigated 
the status of black school 
Principals who served 
during the 1964-65 school 
term. He found that while 
in 1964-65 there were 433 


black princiapis, in 1975-76 


only 85 of that number 
were still principals and 
the total number of black 


‘principals in the state was 


reduced to 267. Florida's 
black population, on the 
other hand, increased 18.4 
percent between 1960 and 
1970, from 880, 186 to 
1,042,000. 

Dr. Abney said in his re- 
port, “Desegregation us- 
ually was accomplished by 
closing those schools 
which were all black. As a 


result,.black public school 
principals were very often 
no longer utilized or ac- 
ceptable as educational 
leaders. Consequently, 
many of these individuals 
experienced dismissal, 
demotion, new assign- 
ments out of the education 
field, or other un- 
challenging as well as pro- 
fessionally unrewarding 
job placements.” 

He found that of the for- 
mer .433- bi principals, 
39.5% were no longer prin- 
clapis and 17% were 
assistant principals or 
teachers. On the other 
hand. 16.9% of the white 
princiapls in 1964-65 were 
no longer principals, and 
less than 2% were assist- 
ant principals or teachers. 
Most of the white former 
princiapls had assumed 
supervisory roles in the 
new school systems. 

One-half of the black 
principals appointed since 
the 1964-65 school year 
have been employed in 
schools with a majority of 
minority pupils. 

Further, Dr. Abney found 
that of Florida's 67 coun- 
ties — each consituting a 
schoofdistrict — no county 
school superintendents “in 
1967 were biack. In the 
same year, only nine of 
Florida's 349 district 
school board: members 
were black. Three counties 
where at least 40% of the 
Public school population 
is black -- Gadsden, 
60.1%; Jefferson, 54.3%, 
and Madison, 42.3% — had 
no black school board

* Dr. Abney sees a disturb- 
ing .pattern emerging: 
“There will be less of a de- 
mand or need for black

Dr. Abney is concerned 
as well about the joss of 
administrators as role 
models for black youths. 

“But even more critical,” 
he said, “was the fact that 
young black educators had 
to be hired first and the 
black public school prin- 
cipal was usually the one 
to provide them jhe em- 
ployment opportunity. In 
the future, because of de- 
segregation and the 
possible absence of black 
public schoo! principals, it 
appears the availability of 
qualified young blacks in 
the educational profession 
will be stifled to an even 
greater degree.” 


Or. Abney concludes 
that new policies and 
legislation assuring leader- 
ship opportunities for 
black educators are need- 
ed to complement existing 
affirmative action plans. 


“This study,” Mr. Young 
said, “provides conclusive 
evidence that even the 
best-intentioned laws can 
ultimately be harmful to the 
people they are designed 
to help. We hope Dr. Ab- 
ney's research will help 
dramatize the need for fur- 
ther action.”

Secretary of Commerce 
Juanita M. Kreps announ- 
ced an agreement 
providing for a major 
national effort to insure 
minority business par- 
ticipation in the $4-billion 
Public Works Law of 1977 
program. 

Two Commerce Depart- 
ment agencies, the Office 
of Minority Business Enter- 
prise (OMBE) and the 
Economic Development 
Administration (EDA) will 
identify, encourage and 
assist minority firms to par- 
ticipate in the public works 
program, which calls for 10 
percent, or $400-million, to 
be expended for minority 
business enterprise. 

OMBE will assist EDA, 
the program manager, in 

: publicizing the public 
works funding plan in 
minority communities 
through its national net- 
work of non-profit; com: 
munity-based minority 
business development 
organizations, OMBE and 
EDA will bring minority-

more rewarding,” she said. 

She found her natural 
talent for working with 
students during her four 
years as a teacher and 
began her counseling 
career at the: same time. 

“You can't Just teach,” 
McGee said. “You do have 
to counsel your students. 
And | think if you are sin- 
cerely interested in and 
work with the students, 
they will respond to it. 

Eventually McGee 
decided to return to 
graduate school and slip- 
ped into her association 
with engineering’s affir- 
mative. action efforts. 

Progress reports, McGee 
said, show the program is 
doing well, but total suc- 
cess hasn't yet been for- 
mally measured. “I've been 
so busy trying to keep 
current, | haven't had time 
to look back. 

But minority enroliment 
has gone from 24 in 1974 
to 150 who have indicated 
an interest this. year, she 
reports. 

McGee has identified 
two special areas where 
she hopes to direct im- 
mediate extra efforts - im- 
proving the college's 
fetention programs and 
recruiting students earlier. 

“| would like to see more 
of the freshman class get 
into..the--college and 
graduate," she said. Only 
20 to-25 of every 100 fresh- 
men who say they want to 
go into engineering ac- 
tually succeed in it.”

Rat Control Drive Begins 


By WIL HAYGOOD 


With funds provided by 
Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW), the State 
Department of Health has 
supplied the Columbus 
Public Health Dept. witha 
$203,000 grant to continue 
its two-year old Rat Rodent 
Program. Immediate target 
areas are the Linden and 
near Eastside, according 
to program Supervisor 
Charles Pyle. 

In 1975, a random rodent 
infestation survey was 
taken on the Eastside and 
it showed that 33 percent 
of. the dwellings were rat 
infested, Pyle told the 
CALL-POST. The Eastside 
area will be bounded by 
Leonard Ave. on the North; 
Alum Creek on the East; 
Interstate I-70 on the South 
and Interstate I-71. on the 


West. 

There are three phases: 
pre-attack, attack and 
educational, that are in- 


cluded in any successful 
rodent program the super- 
visor claims. 

“The pre-attack we just 
go into the area and in- 
spect and the attack phase 
we actually begin im- 
plementation of the 
program by surveying and 
cleaning and baiting,” Pyle 
said. He mentioned, 
however, that in the long 
run the educational aspect 


may be the most important. 

“In the educational 
process, we go into the 
community, as well as 
schools, to inform the 
public about rat-infestation 
and the ways to eliminate 
it,” Pyle added. 

By maintaining areas 
around the house con- 
ducive to rat populations 
such as unapproved 
refuse, high weeds, ex- 
posed garbage and aban- 
doned autos, one is prac- 
tically asking for rat in- 
festation said James 
Perkins, Sanitarian -_In- 
Charge of the near East- 
side Rodent Program. He 
said that ignoring good 
sanitarian principles could 
have an adverse effect on 
the community. 

“When one house goes 
down as a result of bad 
sanitarian habits, then it 
could ultimately ,have a 
domino: effect,” he_ said. 
“Many more houses and 
areas along any given 
block could become effec- 
ted.” 

Perkins. said that since 
they are primarily involved 
with exterior rat control, it 
is-imperative that people 
practice good habits within 
the confines of their 
homes. 

What program super- 
visor Pyle describes as 
“environmental sanitation” 
could be the key to a suc-

garages and other har- 
borage, then you reduce 
the rat population in that 
area,” he said. 

Som@g of the more ob- 
vious signs. of rat invasion 
are, according to Pyle, rat 
droppings, rub marks and 
gnawing. 

“Gnawing is a serious 
problem with rats, because 
their teeth will grow wildly 
if they don't do it,” Pyle 
said. ‘ 

Although rats don’t carry 


rabies like everyone thinks 
they do, added Payle, they 
can become vectors of 
diseases. 

The rodent program has 
a five year potential. span 
as of right now, Pyle said. 
“The program will be as 
good as the people want it 
to be. In the final analysis, 
they are the ones who 
must do what is necessary 
to control the rat 
population,” he noted.
